Lonce got cayght up in an acro- 
plane during an electrical storm.

We could seo them 
quite n long time before they hit 
us, and L was full of good suyg- 
gestions which the pilot didn’t 
take.

three thousand feet-up, that I be- 
youn.to get nervous,

it is always the exception that 
proves the rule, and it would be 
just my luck to be ono of tho ex- 
ceptions.
